by charging that we have uttered “rank Nfotltern 
heresy” on the subject of slavery in our com- 
ments upon the Apportionment Bill. The sub-

eyes) the following remark: 

But under and beyond this inequality of re- 
presents ve population, there is another which 
made it peculiarly unjust and galling. The dis- 
crepancy between the white population is far 
greater than even the difference of represent ative 
population would indicate. 

We followed this up by showing that there wefe 
in our district 38,87 1 slaves and 1,874 free blacks; 
and in the 10th district only 14,579 slaves, and 
1,494 free blacks; that three-fifths of the slaves 
were counted in making up representative pop* 
illation; and that the free white population of 
our district was only about 57,000, while the 
white population of the 10th was about 95,000. 
And on these facts we remarked: 

Here is a monstrous discrepancy. The white 
population of the 8th district is scarcely more 
than three fifths of that of the 10th. This is 
the consideration which made the representa- 
tives of the 10th feel so gallingly the great dis- 
crepancy between the representative numbers 
of the two districts; for while they submit- 
ted to representative population as the proper 
basis, they felt they had a right to demand 
that it should be fairly adjusted, and prevent- 
ed from working so monstrous an inequality 
as this. 

Hereupon the Yeoman goes off in a tirade after 
this fashion : 

We are an old and constant reader of our 
neighbors productions, and give them, perhaps, 
more attention than any body else, and some- 
times more than they deserve. We ought, there- 
fore, if any body does, to understand them, and 
if the argument above quoted has and point or 
bearing other than to denounce any decry one of 
the must invaluable rights of the South, we are 
tillable to discover it. Why else does he term 
that great safeguard of Southern interests and of 
the great institution of the South, the right that 
wo enjoy of having representation in Congress 
for three- fifths of all our slaves, “peculiarly unjust 
and (jailing,,’! or why does lie praise Wadsworth 
and other Whigs for “ submitting ” — mark the 
word — to representative populatioh as the prop- 
er basis? And what is the difference, we ask, 
between the sentiments of our neighbor and 
those of the Northern abolitionists on this very 
subject? They denounce this slave representa- 
tion which is so ‘unjust and galling’ to him, and 
which ho takes such pains to show up in the 
strongest, colors, in much the same language he 
uses, and our neighbor’s article, together with 
the speeches of Representative Woodson and 
Senator Wadsworth, showing up the ‘monstrous 



presents us as decrying the rule under which 
Congressional representation is apportioned 
among the States, and by which three-fifths of 
all slaves are counted in representative popula- 
tion for that purpose, and as joining the Aboli- 
tionists in denouncing that rule as “unjust and 
galling.”

The reception, 
it will be remembered, took place in the hall of , 
the House of Representatives, in the presence of; 
the members of both houses, on Wednesday, ■ 
February 22. 

GOVERNOR POWELLS ADDRESS. 

Governor Wry lit — It afTords me pleasure to 
welcome you to the Capital of Kentucky. Form- 
ing, as the Slates of this Union do, one great ! 
confederacy, it is greatly to be desired that the 
most friendly and unreserved intercourse should 
exist between the people of the respective States. I 
Such intercourse will strengthen and unite more j 
closely the bonds of our Union. 

From the earliest period in the history of our 
respective Slates, the kindest feeling has existed ' 
betweeu them. It had its origin in the common ! 
dangers, toils, and difficulties incident to Iron- j 
tier settlements, as well as in geographical con- 1 
tiguity. It has been preserved by each faithfully 
fulfilling its constitutional obligations to flic 
other. It i*» now hallowed by the sacred memo- 
ries of the past. It is upon the observance of! 
good faith between the States, that the Union is 
to be preserved in its purity and strength. Tins 
friendly intercourse commenced with our first i 
Governors. It is a fact worthy of note that Gov. I 
Scott, one of the fir.-»l Governors of Kentucky, | 
commissioned William Henry Harrjson, Gover i 
nor of the Indiana Territory, Major General of 
the Militia of Kentucky, and lhatuovernor Hau- I 
fiisox visited the Capital of Kentucky, and re- | 
ccived the commission from the hands of the ' 
Governor of this Commonwealth. 

This was not the only time our early Governors 
met. In 1813, when the tide of war, with its 
frightful and devastating ravages, had rolled 
over the Northwest, and the sun had set, upon I 
tlic bloody field of the River Kaisin,anl Proctor : 
and Tcciimseh were victorious, Gen: Harrison, j 
the first Governor of the Indiana Territory, was j 
in command of the army of the Northwest. The j 
mournful tiding" of the bloody massacre of the 
Raisin had reached Kentucky. “A voice of j 
lamentation like that which went up from Egypt | 
when the first-born of every house was slain,” 1 
arose from almost every dwelling in Kentucky ; ] 
for almost every family numbered a friend or a 
relation among the slam. That venerable patriot, 
Isaac Shelby, the ln-ro of King’s Mountain, the 
} first Governor of Kentucky, was for the second 
5 . ime Governor of the State. He called for volun- 
| leers, and, at the head of 5,000 brave Kentucki- 
•: ans, marched to the Northwest and joined the 
i army. of Gen. Harrison. Then the first Governor 
1 of the Indiana Territory welcomed the first Gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. They did not meet as you 
'•and I, to extend and receive hospitalities and 
;social courtesies. They met around tln» camp 
jj fire and in the war council. Their voices were 
not heard in extending social greetings, but in 
urging their brave Boldiers to the charge at the 
[j Thames.

There are accord- 
ing to the census returns over 3,000 ,U00 slaves 
in the South, and these slaves by the three fifth 
rule, which our neighbor and some of his friends 
seem to detest so heaflily, entitle us to more 
than twenty representatives in the lower House 
of Congress.

her slaves entitle her to two more, and make the 
whole number ten. Kentucky can apportion 
these ten among her own people according to 
her own discretion. She may count three-fifths 
of her slaves, or she may count all of them, or 
she ruay count none of them iu the apportion- 
ment, just as she sees proper. But as the whole 
representation of the State is increased by count- 
ing three-fifths of her slaves, it has been consid- 
ered proper to count three-fifths of them in form- 
ing Congressional districts, and thus give the 
greater share of the advantage which slaves 
bring to' the State to those parts of it iu which 
the slaves are the more numerous. To this con- 
clusion we certainly never thought of objecting. 
But suppose we bad objected, and had insisted 
that Congressional districts should be formed 
upon the basis of the white population or the 
qualified voters: Would that have been aboli- 
tionism?

Union should meet and interchange fraternal 
greetings, and mingle together as one great 
family. 

You are surrounded to-day by the descendants 
of the heroes of Tippecanoe, Fort Harrison and 
the Thames. While Kentucky shall exist, the 
glorious memories of Tippecanoe will linger with 
her sons, and, in all time to come, our children 
will make their pilgrimages to your State, and 
muse upon that field consecrated by the blood of 
their patriot fathers. 

It is not my purpose to entertain you with 
a set speech, but to extend to you the hospitali- 
ties of the State. We receive you with open 
arms aud warm hearts, and bid you welcome, 
thrice welcome, to Kentucky.

Governor Powell, Senators, Representatives, and 

Fellow citizens: 

1 need not say to you that I feel embarrassed 
after the eloquent remarks of your distinguish- 
ed Governor, and from the kind treatment 1 have 
.received since I entered your State. It has been 
one continual mark of respect from the time I 
touched Kentucky’s shore. There is nothing in 
my history, in my past life, deserving of this. I 
owe it all to your excellent Governor, and the 
kindness and liberality of Kentuckians. 1 re 
gard all this as a compliment to my State, and 
not to me, and in this view will cherish the 
recollections of this hour to the latest period of 
my life. 

But these evidences of your kindness are 
made the more enduring when l recollect it was 
stated by your worthy Governor, in the letter of 
invitation, and iu the course of his eloquent ad- 
dress of to day, that the object in view is to 
cause a more intimate and friendly intercourse 
between the different States of this Union. 

Governor Powell, you refer to the invitation 
extended to Governor Crittenden to visit our 
State in 1850, and have alluded to me in connec- 
tion therewith. That invitation, sir, came from 
j the people of Indiana, and it was due to the 
exalted worth, talents and services of your then 
distinguished Executive. It was peculiarly ap- 
propriate, in the dark hour of our country’s his- 
tory, when the tempest of disunion frowned in 
the political horizon, that the people of two 
States like Kentucky and Indiana, differing in 
their institutions, should meet together, smoke 
the pipe of peace, and pledge themselves to the 
support of the constitution. It was eminently 
proper, in this dark and trying hour, that the 
heart of this nation should speak, and when 
Kentucky and Indiaua spake, the heart did 
speak. 

The associations of this day, and the circum- 
stances that surround us, are well calculated to 
make our hearts swell with gratitude for the 
innumerable blessings we enjoy. It behooves 
eac(i one of us to cultivate a more intimate aud 



friendly intercourse between the different mem- i 
burs of the confederacy. 

The public men of Kentucky are the property 
of the nation; their fame and deeds belong to- 
ns all. Your favorite sou, the defender of the 
cou titutiou, the embodiment of concession, con- 
ciliation, and compromise, who won justly for ] 
himself ilic proud name of the peace maker , will 
live so long as a friend of free principles shall j 
be left to admire independence, eloquence, and 
zeal in behalf of republican institutions. The 
highest tribute to his memory, here and through- t 
out tiie world, is Henry Clay, of Kentucky. 

It is right, proper, and meet that every son 
and daughter of the groat centre and heart of j 
this Ration should, in. ike a visit to Kentucky. 
There is a debt due you which you desire only 
to be paid iu contributions to ihe future great- 
ness aud glory of the confederacy. No oilier 
spot in this Lin ion is more richly deserving the i 
homage of the sons and daughters of tli^e Mis- j 
sissippi Valley, if they desire to pay a suitable 
tribute to the living, and to embalm the memo- . 
lies of the dead. The eloquence, the patriotism, : 
and. the rigid virtues of Kentucky, are the com 
mon property of this nation, and as such merit- 
ing a universal acknowledgment of respect. As 
one of the representatives of Indiana, I am ( 
proud to tender to you to-day a portion of that 
regard which is due from us as a member of the 
sisterhood of States, and in making this tender, 
be assured we are satisfied we are only doing 
our duty. 

For near forty years, your sons guarded this 
immense frontier from the red coat and the red 
man. You were the breakwater that held in 
check the eiwmiesof the country. Seven thous- 
and of your suns traversed this great valley du- 
ring the war of 1812; you stood as sentinels for 
this cluster of States, now inhabited by eight 
million of freemen. The battle of the Thames 
belongs to the glory of Kentucky; it was to the 
Northwest what New Orleans was to the South- 
west, the peace -maker. And be it said to the 
glory and honor of Kentucky, while we have 
had a Black Hawk War, aud a Florida War, 
costing millions to the national Government, 
and old and new States have been exacting from 
the national treasury, from time to time, remu 
ne rati on for past services, Kentucky has never 
asked from the government for past services a 
dollar, although her blood flowed upon the bat- 
tlefields of tiie Nortli and South, and her sons 
marched at a moment’s warning to defend the 
firesides of every f iller in what is now more 
than one-half of the territory of this Repub- 
lic. 

Kentucky lias been to the North-west, the South 
ami South-west, the great nursery from which 
have been transplanted many precious scions. 
Your sons like good footholds, and have no ob- 
jections to the extension of “the area of free- 
dom.” I believe that story told of the Ken- 
tuckian who visited the Crystal Palace, at Lon- 
don, in 1851. Being asked by a son of John 
Bull, after spending some time at the Exhibition 
of the Wealth and Industry of all Nations, 
whether lie had been around the Island, he re- 
plied in the negative; when interrogated in 
regard to his reason, he answered, “he was fear- 
ful that he should fall off.” 1 have iu my eye, at 
t his moment, many of your sons who settled in 
Indiana thirty years ago, and who, when their 
neighbors were near enough to exchange daily 
salutations, pulled up stakes and filed away to 
the farther west. Twenty years ago I heard of 
some of them on the summits of the Ozarks — 
since then, driving the first teams across the 
Rocky Mountains; and doubtless to-day, they 
are hunting for more territory among the lost is- 
lands of the Pacific. Your sons are practical 
annexationists. 

Kentucky and Indiana are not in the West; 
we are in the heart of the Republic. Thirty six 
years ago, I came from the slope of the Alle- 
ghenies to the interior of Indiana, when she 
contained less than a hundred thousand inhabit- 
ants, and Kentucky less than half a million. 
Now these States number over two millions. — 
This.country was then called the West. Fifteen 
years agu, 1 went to the State of Iowa, situated 
at a distance of 500 miles from Indiana, and 
after inquiring of my relatives about some of 
their neighbors, was informed that they had 
gone West from Iowa. 1 have never found the 
West. Our sons and daughters that went a few 
years ago to the Pacific, and bathed in its wa- 
ters, may have found it, but if they were suc- 
cessful, before they had time to communicate us 
intelligence as to what composed the West, two 
great Territories and States sprung into exist- 
ance and were welcomed into the brotherhood 
of Nations. 

If we should take time to investigate the 
question of the centre of the population of our 
happy republic, and trace it from the year 1790 
to the present period, we should find it moving 
almost in a direct line from the seaboard to the 
waters of the Mississippi, and perhaps to-day 
it is not far fro ml the great States of Kentucky, 
Ohio, and Indiana. 

That centre will never pass the waters of the 
Mississippi. Two hundred millions are to be 
protected by our glorious constitution in the 
next seventy-five years: one hundred and fitly 
millions of them in this great valley, thirty 
upon the Eastern coast extending around to Flor- 
ida, and twenty on the Pacific. 

Kentucky and Indiana are in the very heart 
of the Republic, and from that heart are to issue 
forth the streams that are to give health, life, 
peace, and prosperity to the nation. No great 
question has been go tiled in the last thirty years 
without the voice of this section of the nation, 
aud this must continue to be so in all time to 
come. We are two contiguous States that differ 
in our social laws and institutions, but our past 
history is a sure guarantee that the peace and 
prosperity of each will be found iu maintaining 
mutually a friendly intercourse, and frequent 
meetings with each other. May our future be 
as harmonious as the past, and our united motto, 
The land conquered under freedom's banner shall 
be consecrated to freedom and union, now and for - 
ever. 

There is a community of interest between the 
people of Kentucky and Indiana, and in fact 
between tlu* whole North west, South, and 
South-west. Our associations, commerce and 
trade, must make us more and more united in 
feeling and sentiment. Kentucky is now within 
ten hours’ travel of ports upon the inland seas 
of the north. The tendency of trade and com- 
merce is to these northern lakes. The trade and 
commerce of this Ixdt of States, running, say 
South of Tennessee, and North of Michigan to 
the Pacific, cannot and will not remain tributary 
to the Eastern ports. You will soon bo within 
forty li »tirs’ travel of Charleston South Carolina. 
This iron band will unite the South and South- 
west with the North and North west; the sons 
and daughters uf the sunny South will spend 
their summer months upon the healthful lakes 
within a few hours of Kentucky; and the centre 
of the Republic will build up by its trade an 1 
commerce those great arteries of trade which 
will be well calculated to make the people one 
iu feeling and iu opinions. 

We bhall learn some of these days that al- 
though the sun rises in the East, yet the glitter- 1 
ing allurements of wealth will he found along ! 
those iron bands that will soon connect the 
South with the lakes of the North.

order, and which makes each man’s conscience 
j the arbiter of constitutional rights. Differ* 

; ing in the structure «of our social relations, 

I we come up to the bond of our Union, the ark 



of safety — the Constitution — consequently the 
property of the Kentuckian is returned as 
promptly to his owner by the ludiauian, as his 
l>, in return, by the Kentuckian. 1 ardently 
hope that the citizens of Kentucky and Indiana 
will ever retain the proud distinction they now 
enjoy, of living as a people foremost in sustain- 
ing the rights cine to each other, and regarding 
and faithfully fulfilling the obligations that 
they owe to cadi member of this confederacy of 
‘brothers. It is true that the government of the 
United States is not perfect, but man lias estab- 
lished none better — none so good. Through the I 
iNany centuries ol the Past and among the rest- 
less nations of the Present, and over the habitable 
globe, wherever man has made a home, we j 
muy search iu vain for a political confedera- 
tion more free, and better adapted, in its practi- 
cal operations, to raise the whole human family 
tw the highest attainable condition of virtue, 
freedom, knowledge, political equality, prosper- 
ity, and safety. Phe hand of an overruling 
■and unseen Providence is visible in the unex- 
ampled blessings which are scattered all round 
us. A nation of freemen, stretching from ocean 
Jt® ocean, from State to Slate, embracing free 
thought, free religion, free Bible, schools, homes, 
•churches, libraries, and asylums! 

Tiie truth is, we always find our neighbors 
better upon acquaintance; the worst of all j 
neighbors are those with whom we have no | 
intercourse. Strife and bitterness are always 
tiie characteristics of those who communicate I 
little with each other; harmony and brotherly j 
kindness are ever incident to frequent and 
hearty interchange of sentiments and feelings. 

L have always admired that trait iu the charac- 
ter of the Patriarch Abraham which induced 
him to contend with the angel of the Lord that 
there were many godly men among the Sodom 
ites. Abraham had faith iu his neighbors. 

Kentucky has not as many precious metals in 
her mi.dst as California, nor as much wealth as 
some of the other members of the confederacy; 
but if Lazarus was poor, [alluding to the first 
name of Gov. Powell] yet Kentuchy is rich in 
the valor, strength, and integrity of her sons, and 
in tin; \nrtue and beauty ol her daughters. Above 
all, she- is rich in the universally acknowledged 
characteristic of her people, that they love the 
whole Union ; every inch and foot of territory 
of this widespread Republic is alike to ihe 
Kentu ckian. When tin* day and hour of peril 
and \ rar arrive, Kentucky asks not where the 
defen le or the attack is to be made, whether 
North or South — Our country calls, our sons are 
ready. 

On crossing the beautiful Ohio, on yesterday, 

I was reminded of the custom of some of the 
aboriginal inhabitants of l}iis country, in per- 
fonuii g the marriage ceremony of the tribe. — 
The b ride stood upon one side of the stream, 
and th.e groom upon tiie other, their hands plait- 
ed together, and the clear living waters of the 
rivult t emblematical .of their virtue and purity, 
andi' ending to a common union — the great ocean 
of lo ?e. Kentucky and Indiana have clasped 
hand 5 upon the Thames and the Tippecanoe, 
aud a t Buena Vista, aud for forty years, in peace 
and in war, they have been shaking hands; and 
to day [shaking the hand of Gov. Powell] they 
renev r the covenant afresh, that Kentucky and 
India na will live by the bond of their union — 
the ark — the covenant — the pillar — the cloud — 
the constitution! They theoretically and practi- 
cally carry out the doctrine of non-intervention, 
each t Rale attend ing to its own municipal af- 
fairs. 

If t'here be upon this green earth a place 
where tiie sentiment of the poet is peculiarly ap- 
propriate, Kentucky is that spot: “What State 
would fall, what Empire decay, if man’s noisy 
patriol isiu were as pure as the silent loyalty of 
womai i’r Jove and devotion.” 

This is the land where your mothers, accord- 
ing to history, “chawed bullets,” and learned to 
use the. weapons of war in defense of home and 
countr y. It is right, proper, and meet that their 
daugh ,ors should be present to participate in 
the fes tivitics of this occasion. We cannot suc- 
ceed without the influence of woman. The 
wise id an says. “Lord, help, for the godly man 
eeaseth ;” but there is not a passage in the bible 
which says the godly woman ever eeaseth or 
faileth. 

The woman’s rights of our valley are differ- 
ent frol a those of other portions of the country; 
with us., they are something like those of the 
German women of other days. When placed, 
after a Mevere battle, in a fort with their hus- 
bands r .ud barricaded up, they petitioned the 
success ful general to let them out with what 
they co uld carry [with them. So modest a re- 
quest v 'as granted. When the doors were open- 
ed, each woman was seen carrying her husband 
iu her arms! In this valley, husbands take care 
of theijr wives and wives of their husbands. 

The world never witnessed such a busy, bust- 
ling, < nergetic crowd of human beings as we 
have \ z i th us. We are on the fast line — scarcely 
time t i speak to each other as we pass by in the 
transaction of the busy affairs of the day; and 
there may be some truth in the story related of 
the vo ung lady who had been going to school, 
and s; lid, “1 must leave school to-day.” When 
asked for the reason why, she said, “I was mar 
ried 1 ist nigfit;” and when again asked why she 
did n ut give the information sooner, appropri- 
ately replied, “lie never asked me till sundown.” 

Sei iators and Representatives of the renowned 
Com: non wealth of Kentucky, ar.d fellow-citi- 
zens, permit me again to return you my grateful 
and profound acknowledgments for the manife.s- 
tatio.as of your kindness at every step of my 
prog ress. 1 can never forget the open hearts, 
liber al souls, cheerful countenances, ami smiling 
face- , that have greeted me since 1 entered your 
borders. This exhibition of kindness and wel 
com. } on your parr, I receive on behalf of a mil- 
lion and a quarter — your neighbors — your sister 
Slat ? — Indiana — and not for myself. 

M ay wc ever continue to dwell in peace and 
uc i'.,y, illustrating the sentiment of the poet : 

“ Kindred alike where’er our skies may shine. 
Where’er our sight first drank the vital morn, 

Brotheis! one bond around our souls should twine, 
And woe *o him by whom that bond w torn!” 

May we cherish, in all time to come, a com* 
immity of sentiment, a brotherhood of feeling, 
and be that happy people whose God is the 
Lord. 

In conclusion, permit me to offer you, not in 
behalf of the people of Indiana alone, but in be- 
half of eight millions of freemen in the Valley 
of the Mississippi, the following sentiment, 
which is due to you, and to you alone : 

Kentucky: the first child of the Revolution : 
her subsequent history fully proves that her sons 
have not been unmiudful of the baptismal vow s 
of their fathers. 

Gov. Powell then introduced Gov. Wright to 
the Hon. Speakers of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, and to the members of the two 
Houses.
